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PERMANENT RELIEF FUND AGAINST ACCIDENTS IN 
COLLIERIES, &0.—No. IL. 

Sm,—In the propositions I am going to submit to public examination, 
I hope to receive the benefit of all doubts that may arise with respect to 
the “ facts and figures, reasons and principles,” necessary to be given in 
explanation of the extensive and important business in view: at least, I 
ask this favour to be granted until time and opportunity be allowed me for 
clearing up such doubts or denials; for, on a subject with so many rami- 
fications and new points for consideration, it is no easy matter to explain 
its peculiar features and bearings, 80 as at once to carry conviction of its 
benefits (and great and numerous they truly are) to the entire satisfaction 
of all minds. This is a claim which every person submitting original pro- 
positions to public investigation and support has a fair title to request 
and expect. 

The foundation upon which to institute the proposed “ GENERAL AND 
Pexmanent Revier Funv” to be as follows:— 

1. Coalmasters to contribute }d. per ton of coal raised by them. 

2. Colliers to also contribute 4d. per ton raised. 

3. Labourers, hanliers, &c., $d. per ton raised. 

4. Lords and ladies of manors, and others claiming a right to work, or 
to depute others to work, coal and other minerals from beneath the surface 
of their lands, also to contribute 4d. per ton of coal raised (we will leave 
all other minerals out of the question for the present). ‘These contribu- 
tions (which in the aggregate would be seven-eighths of a 1d. per ton of 
coal raised) to constitute the ‘‘ BenevoLent Funp” in question; or a gross 
aggregate sum upon the 84,000,000 of tons of coal annually raised in the 
United Kingdom of 306,750/. Here, so far as truth in figures go, we 
should leave an ample fund to meet all possible claims for relief and com- 
pensation in all cases of colliery accidents throughout the entire country; 
and to these * contributions” I fancy myself able to prove that no reason- 
able objections can be opposed by any of the four parties above-mentioned, 
or by the public either, 

1. With respect to coalmasters. This 4d. per ton of coal would be the 
means of exonerating them from the heavy charges inflicted upon their 
working capital, when accidents happen to all or any of their workmen; 
which often (as, for instance, at Risca) extends to thousands of pounds. 
Ilence no reasonable objections to this 4d. per ton of coal could exist on 
the part of coalmasters; for they would have more than an equivalent in 
the saving of expenses (exclusive of moral claims) incidental to acci- 
dents to persons in their pits and levels, which, in extensive collieries, are 
continually happening. 

2. The contribution of }d. per ton of coal from the colliers would be far 
more than met by the instant relief and compensation they and their fami- 
lies would receive on accidents of any kind happening to them; but in ad- 
dition to these benefits, each individual collier would be relieved of the 
usual deductions made from his earnings for “ Doctor and Casualty Fund,” 
which often amounts to more than 4d. per week; hence these parties would 
have for their 4d. contribution much more than an equivalent return. 

3. With respect to labourers, hauliers, and others engaged about col- 
lieries, they would have for their one-eighth of a penny contribution all 
the advantages of a working collier and his family, and also be exempt 
from the usual payment to the “ Doctor’s Fund,” which would be a con- 
siderable gain to them severally: hence we should have no complaint from 
these parties on account of the new arrangement herein proposed. 

4, With regard to the farthing contribution from lords of manors, and 
others claiming a right to minerals under the surface of their lands, to cor- 
rectly understand this point it may be necessary to state that those parties 
claim what they term a royalty upon all minerals raised from beneath the 
surface of their several manors and lands, the amount of which charge fluc- 
tuating from 4d., 6d., 8d., 10d., and 1s. per ton of coal, and more or less 
for other minerals, according to their market value; these other minerals, 
however, I will leave out of the question for the present. Now, this charge 
by lords of manors, if not that by freeholders, has no support, so far as I 
have been able to learn, from either law or equity, for it is, in fact, a mere 
usurpation, which has been growing quietly, and by small degrees, ever 
since the time of Henry II., when the people about Newcastle petitioned 
that monarch for leave to dig for coal in their locality, the right to all mine- 
rals beneath the surface of the land and waters being a ROYAL PREROGA- 
T1VB, & right inalienable, and not to be lost by lapse of time; hence this wn- 
transferable national right cannot legally be claimed by any other person 
or party in this country than the kings or queens of England for the time 
being, or by their representatives specially and royally appointed for national 
purposes. From this it would clearly appear that these charges by lords of 
manors and others, for a royalty on minerals is, as above stated, a mere 
usurpation; indeed, the very term royalty is fatal to all claims of the hind, 
all such claims being the prescriptive rights of the king or queen alone, as 
aforesaid, or of a commission specially and sovally appointed to act for them. 
Again, all manorial rights (and in reason, all freehold rights also) are, and 
were, limited to the surface only of the respective manors and lands, ex- 
cept that of raising stone, sand, clay, and lime, for building purposes; 
which surface rights were, in troublesome times, granted to powerful lords 
and barons for “ suit and service ” to the paramount lord or lady, the king 
or queen of the land. From the foregoing facts and reasonings, I arrive at 
the conclusion that all these claims for a royalty on coal and other minerals 
by private individuals are of a more than doubtful character, and, there- 
fore, consider it neither unjust or unfair to require these lords of manors 
and freeholders to contribute out of their questionable royalty charges on 
coal 4d. per ton towards instituting and maintaining the ‘‘ Benevolent Fund” 
above mentioned; indeed, were the contribution put at a halfpenny per 
ton of coal, there could be no reasonable ground of objection for these par- 
ties, since it would be only a refunding of an over-charge upon a material 
for which no equivalent had been given, and, consequently, the proposed 
contribution of 4d. per ton of coal would be no tax or impost upon the 
powerful and influential parties here referred to. gf ak Vee 

Thus may a large annual sum be raised, in the most unobjectionable 
manner, for the beneficial purposes herein contemplated; but to effectually 
carry out the affair a short Act of Parliament would be necessary, not to 
levy a tax on any article or individual whatever, but simply to modify ex- 
isting charges on the raising and working of coal, and collecting and ap- 
propriating such charges to ameliorate the losses and sufferings of thou- 
sands of poor and innocent people when similar accidents occur as those 
at Hartley, Merthyr, Risca, Coed Cymmer, and Lundhill—accidents by 
which it is confidently stated 1000 men, in the prime of their lives and 
strength, are annually sacrificed in fulfilling their duty to the country and 
their families, and by which probably 5000 persons are plunged into poverty, 
grief, and destitution. Under these circumstances there can be no plau- 
sible objections to the modification of the charges on the working of col- 
lieries herein proposed, started by the parties immediately concerned; and 
as regards the public, not a syllable can be said on the subject in dispa- 
ragement of the arrangements in question: but, on the contrary, the ge- 
neral community would, on the permanent establishment of the “ Bene- 
volent Relief Fund,” be exempt from the many urgent calls upon its sym- 
pathy and purse for relief on repetitions of the serious and melancholy ac- 
cidents in coal mines we so often have experienced, and are, unfortunately, 
so liable to experience in the future. E : 

There is one point with respect to royalties on minerals that may be 
mentioned to show the difference between the liberality of the Crown and 
the tyranny of uswrpers; it is this—the Queen holds her just right to all 
the minerals in the Forest of Dean, Gloucestershire, and the royalty charge 
is only one penny per ton of coal raised from the mines of that district of 
country, whilst lords of manors and freeholders have the conscience to 
charge, under the assumed and surreptitious name of a royalty, 4d. to 6d., 
8d., 10d., and 1s. per ton for a like quantity of coal worked from beneath 
the surface of their respective manors and lands. However, only let them 
contribute the proposed farthing per ton to the “GENERAL PERMANENT 
Retrer Founp” herein described, and they will hear no more from me 
touching their “ usurpations.” : 

Hero I will wait a time, to give opponents to the proposed ‘‘ modifications 
of the charges upon the working of collieries” an opportunity to state 
their objections thereto. I think [ have sufficiently — the business, 
at least the principles and outlines of it, to enable all persons conversant 
with colliery operations to arrive at fair and just conclusions on the sub- 
ject. Ifthe question be thoroughly and dispassionately{discussed in your 
truly liberal ry and any probability should arise of its being put in 
operation, or taken under more powerful or favourable auspices, all neces- 
sary particulars with regard to its proper and efficient organisation, includ- 

ing othér desirable arrangements that would naturally spring out of it, 
hall be fully explained; but if this truly important affair be suffered to die 
of mind, like a tale that is told for mere amusement only, or “a nine 


days’ wonder,” it would be folly on my part to waste more “ midnight 
oil” in attempting to push the matter further, and on your’s also to give 
— to the 1pea referred to, although meas are often (like young 
airns when they come into the world, “ helpless, naked, and bare’) foun 
to be “ pearls beyond all price,” for they are the gems, the fathers, as it 
were, of great facts and principles, which when daly nurtured and carried 
out, become the institutions of a replenished and civilised world;” “in- 
stitutions ” that give life and power to human society, and by their opera- 
tions and influence afford health, peace, prosperity, and ea” to mil- 
lions of people.—Newport, Mon., March 26.

UNDERGROUND AIR-DOORS,

SIMPLE DRAWING TACKLE, 


Sir,—Your correspondent, ‘ X.,” seems either not to understand my ob- 
ject, or is not thoroughly acquainted with the mode of working metallic 
mines, Supposing a mine to be working on trial where there was no 
adit, and only one small shaft, and that sunk on the course of the lode at 
an underlie, say, of 2 feet per fathom, and it being essentially necessary for 
the drainage of such shaft to have a lift of pumps put in the shaft for 
pumping out the water, so that there would only be a small portion of the 
shaft left, just sufficient for one kibble or skip to work in, to draw the stuff 
from the mine, it would be difficult to draw with a horse-whim, as there 
would not be room for two kibbles to pass each other, and a horse could 
not draw with only one kibble; but there being a small stream of water 
that can be brought into the mine, at an elevation of 60 to 70 feet, but not 
sufficient to pump and draw the stuff, yet more than sufficient for pump- 
ing purposes. Now, it seems to me the question at issue is, in what way 
can this small stream of water be applied for drawing the stuff trom the 
mine on the most economical principles? The plan I propose has already 
appeared in the Journal, and I think it will be found to overcome the 
greatest difficulty where circumstances oblige any one to have the whivic 
of the motive power, drawing tagkle, &c., at the surface. Your corre- 
spondent suggests a balance-chain to wind round the axle of the shieve : 
this is very good where there is room for it to work up and down the shaft, 
80 as not to get entangled in the drawing-chain, &c. I stated in my letter 
which appeared in the Journal of the 8th inst. that where two or more 
shafts were ina mine they might be made available for working balances, 
whereby the ascending and descending of the kibble could be conducted 
with more regularity: could your correspondent point out any better plan 
than the one I laid down for drawing with an incline-plane, and where all 
the tackle must be at the surface, it will be thankfully received, 

A friend of mine suggested the use of an hydraulic engine, and he thinks 
it would require less water than an incline-plane. Not being acquainted 
with hydraulics, I cannot form an opinion; perhaps some ot your readers 
would be kind enough to answer this question? Ropert SANDERS. 


P.S.—Your correspondent, in his letter of the 15th, says that by filling 
the two boxes at the top of the incline, and the small one discharging its 
water when halfway down, will involve the loss of half the water. I beg 
to inform him that he is labouring under an error in that respect. Sup- 
pose it were necessary to fill the large box with water to start the kibble 
from the bottom of the shaft; butif, instead of doing so, you put one-third 
of the water in the small one, so as to answer the same purpose; by the 
time the small box gets to its discharging point there will be a great 
weight of chain drawn out of the shaft, and a corresponding weight gone 
down the incline ; these two put together will more than make up for the 
weight of water in the small box ; so that with the weight getting less in 
the shaft, and getting more on the incline, this water would not be required 
to draw the kibble the remainder of the distance. On the other hand, if 
the whole of the water had been in the large box, it must descend with it 
to the bottom, consequently cause a great strain on the break. The only 
water wasted by a double incline over a balance working in a shaft, is the 
small quantity required to start the larger truck from the bottom and send 
the kibble down. He suggests a cycloid incline ; but how will he keep 
the water in the box, if the box and water are level? When going down 
the steep part of the incline, it must necessarily follow that when the box 
gets down on the more horizontal part the water will run over the end 
nearest to, the top of the incline, which I should consider very objection- 
able. R. 8. 


IRON-MAKING IN MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 


Sim,—In the Journal of the 15th inst. there is a letter from one of your 
old and respected correspondents, headed ‘* An Opening for the Ironmasters 
of Monmouthshire and South Wales.” The spirit of this letter would fain 
make one believe that there are only six or seven ironworks in the king- 
dom capable of producing soft, tough, hammered iron, fitted for shielding 
ships and batteries from the destructive effects of Armstrong guns. I do 
not at all call in question the object of such a communication: it is in 
keeping with the spirit of the times—that is, let everyone “‘ draw grist to 
his own mill,” if he can, but do not do it at the expense of your neighbours, 
if you can help it, for they may be as deserving of Government patronage 
as yourself, keeping and injustice in the background, I have great 
respect for the author of the most practical work on Iron Smelting 
which we have in print, but that will not deter me from expressing my 
honest opinion when I think he is in error, I think he was amongst the 
first men of his age to advocate, in the most plain and straightforward man- 
ner, the application of science to aid the practical smelter of iron in carry- 
ing on his processes to successful results, ap ot op at this day he seems to 
think, and even says, it is necessary to go nearly half a century to 
obtain an effectual method of making soft, tough, hammered iron. Now, 
this does not speak much for modern improvement, or for the sound prin- 
ciples laid down in Mr. Rogers’s book on Iron Smelting. In that work it 
is clearly and distinctly laid down, that whilst managers and conductors of 
iron smelting are guided solely by rule of thumb there is but little hope 
of pi in iron metallurgy. Half a century ago the practice of iron 
smelting, and, in fact, every other kind of smelting, must have been a great 
deal more in the dark than what it is now; yet it seems, however primitive 
must have been their modes of making iron, that we must retrace our steps 





and confess our ignorance. Is your correspondent in earnest, or is he 
merely cajoling the old obstructives, otherwise “rule of thumb” regime ?

Siz,—As I always find your Journal asserting the justice of the prineiy 
suum cuique in patent rights, I venture to offer you the followin i 
vations. From time to time Mr. Bessemer favours the public with ; ' ‘ 
rendu of what he calls the progress of “his” process, with his a 
provements, the quality of the products, their applicability in the arta t 
tests they have undergone, &c. Being interested as a manufacturer ra 
certaining what “ progress” had really been made in a -nethod of ha 
iron and steel, which at first made so much noise in the world but 
after all to have “ gone up like a sky-rocket, and come down like the stick ” 
I turned first to Mr. Bessemer’s original specification for my Starting poi 
of information. I there found that the essence of his claim lay in the 
culiar apparatus by which he forced atmospheric air through a bath of 
molten iron. In order to define as exactly as possible the limits of priority 
I next turned to Mr. Martien’s specification on a similar subject, of iy

EAST CARN BREA versus EAST CARADON. 


Sir,—I have carefully read the communications which have appeared from time to 
time respecting East Carn Brea, and especially the letter in last week’s Journal, in 
which a comparison is made with East Caradon; but I confess, as one of the public, 
that I should have felt more confidence had this letter, and others which have appeared, 
been written by persons unconnected with the mining market, for it is generally known 
that combinations are freq ly made it some of the brokers, either to advance 
or depress the price of shares in various mines, and how am I to know that the same 
influences may not be at work in respect to East Carn Brea. At all events, it is im- 
possible to read the letters and advertisements of the correspondent referred to without 
recognising an effort to force up the price of the shares; nor must it be forgotten that a 
statement made by the same writer a few week’s since as to the reserves of the mine 
was distinctly controverted in a letter from Mr. J. Y. Watson, on the authority of Mr. 
Thomas, one of the committee of East Carn Brea. The comparison made with East 
Caradon exhibits a similar tendency, for to render that comparison fair, so as to enable 
the public to form a correct judgment, it should have been stated that the price of East 
Caradon shares at the time the first dividend was paid (2s. 6d. in Nov., 1860) was only 
91, to 914/., and although before the second dividend was declared (which, by the way, 
was 5s.),the shares had advanced to 15/.; even this advance was not only in consequence 
of the expected increase in the dividend, but mainly in anticipation of cutting the lode 
in the 60 fm. level, and which, as everyone knew, if cut rich would add enormously to 
the value of the mine. Now, East Carn Brea bas not yet paid its first dividend, nor does 
your correspondent attempt to fix the exact time when it will; it is clear, therefore, 
that the mine is not yet nearly in so forward a state as East Caradon was when the 
shares in the latter were but 9/., nor is there at present any point to come off early in 
East Carn Brea analogous in importance to that of cutting the lode in the 60, as in East 
Caradon, and which caused those shares to advance. That East Carn Brea holds out 
great promise fs readily admitted, but to me (although I may not be so good a judge as 
the brokers) 80,000/., the present total market value, reckoning the shares at about 131, 
each, seems an enormous sum for any mine which has not yet paid its first dividend. 
One cannot forget that there is “ many a slip between the cup and the lip,” which those 
who bought in East Russell, North Basset, Great Alfred, Billins, West Bryn Gwiog, 
Treloweth, and many others, at the time they were at enormous premiums, have expe- 
rienced to their cost. Where are the promised dividends which some of these mines 
were to have paid long before this? 

With reference to the refusal to grant inspecting orders, which I find some of your 
correspondent: plain of, I would just remark that, unless such refusals have arisen 
through some misunderstanding, they must have the effect of creating suspicion in the 
minds of the public, and the more so in East Carn Brea, because, if I mistake not, the 
captain is the same as the captain of North Basset,in which mine the shareholders were 
so seriously misled as to the value of the ore in reserve; besides which it is not very 
easy to forget the rather severe remarks which were made in the leading articles of the 
Mining Journal of Nov. 23 and 30 last, at the time when East Carn Brea shares sud- 
denly dropped from 121. to 97. 10s,—a drop in price, by the way, which may have some 
practical bearing on the remarks made at the commencement of this letter. With regard 
to East Caradon, it may also, perhaps, be questioned whether the shares have not now 
reached a price sufficiently high ; but it must not be forgotten what East Caradon has 
already done in the way of dividends, that these dividends are likely to be very much 
increased in a few months, and that there is also a point shortly to comeoff—the cutting 
of the caunter lode at the 70—analogous to that which caused the shares to advance so 
rapidly last year; and that shouid the lode be cut as good at the 70 as it was at the 60, 
the value of the mine will further be so enormously increased as fully to warrant the 
shares attaining a still higher price. Nevertheless, even in the very best mines, a good 
margin should be left for adverse contingencies. I beg to apologise for so long a letter, 
but from my own experience of severe losses sustained by having been recommended to 
purchase shares when at high prices, I am satisfied that nothing tends more to bring 

mining into disrepute with the public than the practice of undaly forcing up the price 
of shares, and then inducimg persons to buy. With scarcely an exception in such cases 
a reaction takes place, the public lose confidence, sell their shares,and lose their money ; 
nor are they often wrong in selling, for generally the first loss is the best. X.Y. Z. 











NORTH TRESKERBY MINE—SPECIAL REPORT. 


March, 1862.—The sump-shaft is down 7 fathoms below the 67 ; lode large but poor : 
4 fathoms below this level (the 67) we had a good bunch of ore, but it did not, how- 
ever, continue long. The 67 is driven east of shaft 11 fathoms; we have been impeded 
in driving this level in consequence of our having been compelled to change the work, 
&c., from the 30 to the 57 fm. levels, so as to enable us to sink the sump-shaft, which 
could not have been done until this necessary work had been completed.

In addition to this we have completed Tresidder’s 
shaft to the 57, put in skip-road, fixed all the necessary new work at surface and un- 
derground, and also done all the necessary work for putting in the skip-road at High- 
burrow, making in all about 220 fathoms of skip-road. We have also changed the work 
from the 30 to the 57 fm. levels at sump-shaft, and done every other necessary work in 
connection therewith for the proper and economical development of the mine. Wehave 
also built and long since completed the crusher-house and made new floors, besides 
putting the mine in a far better financial position than when I took it, and also paid for 
materials which were handed over to me as a credit. I should not, however, mention 
this had the reports which emanated under the auspices of a portion of the same com- 
mittee been verified. As an instance of their report, I may observe that the sump-shaft, 
which was said to be worth 307. per fathom, was not worth 5/.; Highburrow shaft, said 
to be worth 60/., should be 20/. per fathom; Tresidder’s shaft, said to be worth 30/., 
should have been 61, These with various other such circumstances, although in a small 
way, we have had to contend against since we have been on the mine, and, therefore, I 
again say no man of integrity could serve such a committee with anything like justice 
to himself. Should any adventurer wish to have the mine inspected to corrob 
my views or otherwise, I would giadly pay for such inspection, if done by a tho- 
roughly competent and respectable man, such as Capts. C. Thomas, of Dolcoath; J. 
Vivian, of North Roskear; J. Daw, of Cari Brea; J. Davey, sen., of Wheal Buller; 
or Capt. Pope, of Basset. The next sampling, I estimate, will be about 300 tons of copper 
ore,—F, PRYOR.

The report of the auditor (Mr. J. Dunbar, public accountant) was read, which stated 
that the receipts and disbursements had been compared with the vouchers produced, 
and found to be correct. 

The report of the directors was read, as follows :— 

The directors have great pleasure in meeting the shareholders, it being the first op- 
portanity they have had of rendering an account of the manner in which they have per- 
formed the duties pertaining to their office. Although to your directors Cardiganshire 
is, comparatively, a new district, yet they find that the produce of the mineral veins by 
which it is intersected has been, and still is, productive of remunerative results, and we 
have no reason to suppose that our own property will prove an exception to the general 
rule, It is, doubtless, within the recollection of the shareholders that the present com- 
pany, some six months since, commenced operations upon one of the largest and most

The CHatrMAN said, previous to moving the reception and adoption of the reports and

lop t it would be of equal value. It was the character and nature of lodes in all dis- 
tricts to give unproductive pieces of ground near the surface ; and, therefore, West Silver 
Bank was by no means an exceptional case. He had no doubt that, to those who were 
unacquainted with the general phases of mines, that it had been somewhat disappoint- 
ing to find that the lode had decreased in value; bat to those familiar with the opening 
of mines it would not be regarded as a symptom of {ll-fortune for the future. To sach 





persons it would be known that it was the normal state of the veins of that district, that 
after sinking through a piece of very rich ground near the surface to find a layer, as it 
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were, between that and the substantial body of ore capable of yielding profits. He felt 
perfectly satisfied that a little perseverance with their engine-shaft would produce re- 
sults satisfactory to all interested in the undertaking.

The Secretary said the result of his examination induced him to believe that, com- 
paring the two mines, the general character of the lode was the same, 

Mr. Francis said that in Abernant the lode contained a larger quantity of silver, and 
was of a mych harder and closer nature than that in West Silver Bank. He thought 
there was a bar of porphyry coming up towards the Abernant ground, which approached 
nearer to the silver deposit than in West Silver Bank. 

Mr. Arkrs thought the proprietors could but congratulate the directors upon the 
vigour with which the development of the mine was prosecuted. Since January the shaft 
had been sunk at the rate of 10 fathoma, while he understood that some of the mines 
in the district, now making large profits, had sunk their shafts at the rate of 3 fathoms 
a year. He thought from all he had been able to collect from various sources that they 
might confidently expect the West Silver Bank engine-shaft would be in a course of ore 
in a very short distance from the present working.

A resolution was then passed confirming the call of 5s. per share made by the directors, 
and making a further call of 5s, per share, 

The Cuarmman, in answer to a question, stated that at the time the directors limited 
the issue of the shares to 1000, the returns from the mine were more than paying its 
costs ; and for that reason they had confined the issue to that number. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was then passed to the Chairman and directors for the 
satisfactory manner in which they had conducted the company’s affairs. 

The CuairMan, on behalf of the board, acknowledged the compliment, and assured the 
proprietors that it was the anxious desire of the board to conduct the company’s affairs 
with credit to themselves, and with satisfaction to all connected with the undertaking. 

A special vote of thanks was then passed to Mr. Thomas Spargo, the company’s secre- 
tary, for the zeal and efficiency with which he has discharged the duties pertaining to 
his office. 

The Secrerary acknowledged the compliment in appropriate terms. He felt exceed- 
ingly obliged to the proprietors for this renewed mark of their confidence and esteem, 
and he assured them he would continue to do his utmost to promote the best interests 
of the company. Iie watched with the greatest interest the development of this pro- 
porty, believing it would, sooner or later, produce results as satisfactory to those by whom 
the undertaking was initiated as they would be gratifying to those who participated in the 
benefits. He could not but feel somewhat disappointed at the shaft coming into an un- 
productive piece of ground, but that was by no means a reason that upon further deve- 
lopment the shaft would not come upon a deposit of ore of fucreased value and extent. 
Beeing that upon either side of the West Silver Bank there were productive and profitable 
veins of ore in course of exploration, and that the lode possessed precisely the same dis- 
tinctive characteristics as those presented by their rich nelghbours, he could not conceive 
it possible that the lode in their property should, contrary to the analogy and the geology 
of the district, not yield profitable results. If the shaft should open up, as he firmly be- 
lieved would be the case, arich deposit of ore, he would forthwith communicate the fact 
to each proprietor. Hoping that before the next general meeting their most sanguine 
expectations would be realised, he concluded by again thanking the meeting for the vote 
they had so kindly accorded, 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was passed, when the proceedings terminated.

He said it was a source of no 
littie satisfaction to him to find that he continued to have the confidence and goodwill 
of the shareholders, for had it not been for their support, by the prompt payment of the 
majority of the cails, from time to time, he should have been unable to have carried on 
the mine for so long a period. If the statement of accounts and report just submitted 
were satisfactory to the shareholders, they must in a much greater degree be satisfactory 
to himself, inasmuch as he had, toa certain extent, been the humbie instrument in 
bringing about such a desirable result, He had every confidence that the ore would last 
to a great depth, for the mine was at present but shallow, a 30 fm. level being a very 
inconsiderable depth.

Mr. Munpay enquired if the company worked under rules and regulations ?—The 
SECRETARY replied in the affirmative, and read a rule from the cost-book, empowering 
the shareholders at the general meeting next after that appointed for the payment of a 
call, or any subsequent meeting, to declare absolutely forfeited all shares the calls of 
which should remain unpaid; the shares so forfeited to remain in the name of the com- 
mittee, a general meeting having power to decide in what manner they should be sold, 
or otherwise disposed of, for the general benefit of the shareholders. 

Mr. HockinG much doubted the legality of such a rule, believing all forfeited shares 
must be sold through the Stannaries Court. 

The CuatnmMan knew it was the fashion of some people to endeavour to make others 
believe that nothing could be done without the sanction, or beyond the pale, of the 
Stannaries Court, But the main, if not the only, objection to the Cost-book System— 
the liability of each shareholder to be sued for the whole of the outstanding debts—had 
received a very important emendation, by a decision recently given by the Master of the 
Rolls (and reported in the Mining Journal), which entirely overruled the decision of the 
Stannaries Court, and protected the plaintiff, whose calls had been paid, from liability 
to being further sued by the creditors, and staying the process. 

The SECRETARY said that he had upon a previous occasion consulted an eminent counsel 
upon this very question of the power of a general meeting of the shareholders to for- 
feit shares in arrear of call, if a rule to that effect appeared in the cost-book, and he gave 
it as his opinion that any rules and regulations were as covenants in a deed of partner- 
ship; so that if one existed empowering a general meeting to forfeit shares, the holder 
thereof could not recover against the company. 

Mr. R. H. Prxg had consulted Mr. Michell, the Registrar of the Vice-Warden, upon 
the point, who had given it as his opinion that such rules and regulations were positive. 

The CuarrMan said, even putting that out of the question, the Master of the Rolls had 
overruied the decision of the Stannaries Court. 

Mr. R. H. Pixe said he had just arrived from the mine, and he was glad to find that 
in addition to the produee from the old part of the lode, they had recently made an im- 
portant discovery of a new portion of lode. Theold part of the lode yielded 24 per cent. 
produce, but the new portion yielded a produce of 4 percent. If that produce continued, 
from calculations he had made, he believed they would be able to return 30 tons of tin 
per month. Taking the captain’s calculations, the ground laid open would give 4000 fms. 
of tin ground, of the value of 201. per fathom. He considered he was quite within the 
mark when he said that by the discovery recently made they had ground to be taken 
away worth 80,0007.

The following is the report of the agent, Capt. R. Niness :— 


March 27,—In my report for the last quarterly meeting I stated we were then alter- 
ing and fixing additional pitwork, which we completed soon after, and from which we 
have derived great benefit; but, notwithstanding, the bottom works are now at such a 
great distance from the engine-shaft (170 fms.) that we find it a matter of great dim- 
culty, with all the care we can take, to keep the water at all times out of the bottom. 
The great difficulty arises, in pumping the water through the irregular course of the 
Pipe vein, that sometimes when we put in a new box, or when any sediment gets into 
it (which is impossible to prevent), the box does not sink fast enough for the speed of 
the engine, consequently the angle-chains double up, and on the return-stroke of the 
engine frequently causes a breakage, which, whenever it occurs, at once hinders the 
works on the Pipe vein, and is the cause of the returns being so very small, although 
the Pipe never looked better or of greater value than at this time, and if we could only 
take the ore away to advantage large profits could be readily obtained. The new shaft 
is now down from surface 50 fms.,at which point we have commenced cutting a plat. 
After completing this we shall case and divide the shaft, put in ladder-way, &c., which 
will enable us to work it to a much greater advantage. Thecharacter of the rock in the 
shaft is much as it has been for some time; but we have not yet cut any vein of im- 
portance, although this may occur at any time after we resume the sinking. Having 
carefully considered the circumstances of the mine in all their bearings, I have no hesi- 
tation in recommending that operations in the Pipe vein be suspended after this month, 
and that all our energies be confined to sinking the new shaft as speedily as possible. 

The CuarrMan said that the business before the mecting was to move the reception 
and adoption of the report, to appoint an auditor, to inform the shareholders that a call 
of 2s, 64. per share would have to be made, and to consider whether they should decide 
upon suspending the Pipe vein for the present, in order to concentrate all their energies 
to the sinking of the shaft, with reference to which it would, perhaps, be desirable for 
them to hear anything the captain had to say, in addition to the . 

Capt. Nuvgss said that from the flat course the Pipe had taken there was a difficulty 
in keeping the water, even when it was slow, the box frequently stopping half way 
down, and in the return stroke the chain doubles up, and frequently breaks. So great 
was this difficulty that they had sometimes been able to work but a day ora day and a 
half in a week. The cost of the shaft will be about 100/. per month. 

Mr. DunsrorD thought there could be no doubt about abandoning the Pipe vein for the 
present. The difficulty of working is conclusive that it ought not to be continued, es- 
pecially as in 12 months the shaft will be completed, and 100 tons per month can be 
taken away in the ordinary manner. It would be the same as taking down high backs 
in an ordinary mine. The matter was discussed six months since. In December, 
through an accident to the machinery, the water rose to the adit level, and as this gave 
them an opportunity of judging of the power of the water to be contended with, they 
might conclude that there would probably be no difficulty with the water in sinking the 
shaft.

STATEMENT OF CLAIMS ACCRUED. 
In 1861, on 167 policies assuring 132 lives, in the sum of £141,861 including bonus. 
Of 167 policies determined by death in 1861—138, assur. £101,017, carried £20,296 bonus. 


The CHAIRMAN said —Gentiemen, although we have not done so much business this 
last year as we have in former years, which I believe has been the case generally with 
life assurance offices, owing to the difficulties that have arisen abroad, and to the small 
profits which have been made in business, which we feel, perhaps, more than anybody 
else ; still the results shown in the statement circulated among the policy holders, will 
I think prove very satisfactory. We have in the course of the year issued 443 new po- 
licies, assuring in the aggregate the sum of 312,240/., and the new premiums received 
amount to 11,1357. Those policies are made up thus--six of 50007. and upwards; one 
between 50007. and 4000/.: twelve between 4000/7. and 3000/.; twenty between 3000/. 
and 20007. ; ninety between 20007. and 10007,; 124 between 1000/. and 500/7.; and 188 
from 5007. downwards. We have a premium income of 199,000/., and interest on invest- 
ments 82,0007,—that is thecredit side of ouraccount. The other side ofthe account shows 
that we have lost by death 167 policies, assuring, with bonus, the sum of 141,8617. Of 
these 138, assuring the sum of 101,0171., carried a bonus of 20,2967. There is a singular 
fact with reference to these—if the owners of these policies had not commuted their bonus, 
by taking cash or reducing the premiums—they would have received the sum of 11,6871. 
more bonus, which, added to the 20,296/., would make an amount of 31,983/., which is 
an average of 31 per cent. upon the sums assured. But there is one policy dropped during 
the year, which was a very early policy, of 50007., and if part of the bonus had not been 
taken before the policy became a claim there would have been added the sum of 2834/. 
which is equal to 56/,12s. per cent. upon our older policies. In addition to the 167 po- 
licies which have become claims, we have purchased 56 policies, 71 have lapsed, and 
3 have ‘ceased by expiration of time, which made 297 policies off and 443 policies on, 
thus increasing the number of policies by 146, The claims that have accrued upon po- 
licies that have fallen in during the year amounted to 141,861/. ; but, according to the 
tables upon which the society’s calculations are based, we might have expected to have 
been called upon to pay 160,539/., so that there was the difference between those items 
in favour of the society—consequently, last year was a favourable one. (Hear, hear.) 
The ages of the parties whose lives had fallen in by death were—cighty-nine 60 years and 
upwards, twenty-three between 70 and 80 years, and ten above 80 years, the oldest being 
aged 90. The average, therefore, was 5844 years. All of those policies have been very 
profitable to the society. As regards the assurance fund, that now amounts to more 
than 2,000,000/. We have now in existence 8617 policies, assuring the sum of 6,802,158/., 
which, with the bonus of 586,188/., makes a total liability of 7,388,3467.; to meet which 
we have 2,030,000/. invested capital, and 200,000/. arising from premiums. Thus we 
have more than one-fourth of our total liability positively put by in safe investments. 
I believe there is not a single farthing of that investment that is not safe and secure. 
We have been more careful in seeing our investments safely made than in attempting 
to secure a large interest, thinking it more for the benefit of the assured to have the 
society’s invested capital perfectly secure than to obtain a large rate of interest, which 
after all, might prove very fallacious items when we came to make to make up the ac- 
counts. Upon former occasions I have alluded to the amount advanced by the society 
upon the security of its policies. That amount does not appear to have greatly { 
during the past year, but, notwithstanding, it has increased very considerably. We have 
lent upon policies the sum of 15,1041.,but have been repaid 11,7007. in respect of policies 
that have fallen in and become claims during the year. Therefore, really we have lent 
during the year upon the security of policies in our own office the sum of 15,000/. I 
consider that item as worthy of special remark, because it alludes to a principle in con- 
nection with our society which in times b of the greatest advantage to 
the assured—lI refer to the facility the society offers to its policy holders of raising money, 
for a short or long period, upon the security of their policies ; while, on the other hand, 
the society cannot have a better security than these policies, nor in the event of the loans 
not being repaid before the policies fall in can we do better than in this way reduce the 
liability before the claims arise. As showing the value of this facility, I may refer to 
one policy for 10002,, upon which during the past year we lent the largesum of 9007. It 
was, of course, one of the society’s earliest policies, the bonus accumulations of which 
had so much increased its value that we felt perfectly justified in making that appar- 
ently large advance. It should be borne in mind that this is a peculiarly easy and in- 
expensive way of borrowing money, for there is no trouble, no delay, and no legal 
expenses, the only cost being the stamp daty of 2s. 6d.percent. Another point to which 
I would refer is the purchase of policies. The society under this head has paid during 
the year 80007,; this is an addition to the 119,000/. we have laid by. These purch

ABERDOVEY.—A. Ede: From the appearance of the end driving at the 42 we are 
not far from the lode, as there is a much greater quantity of water flowing from it. 
There is no change in the winze since last report, and the stopes are producing the same 
quantity of ore. The dressing and surface operations are also progressing, 

BEDFORD CONSOLS.—Capt. Mitchell, March 27: Since the last geueral meeting 
the following work has been done :—The middle adit level, on the north lode, has been 
extended (up to the present date) about 11 fms., on a lode varying from 10 in. to 2 ft. 
wide, and for the greater part of this drivage the lode has shown signs of improvement, 
producing large blocks of mundic, thickly spotted with copper ore, but the lode in the 
end is at present small, being disordered by a small cross-course ; this end is now about 
3 fms. behind the winze sunk in the bottom of the shallow adit level. The cross-cut 
north, east of the air-shaft, has been extended 1 fm.

There is another item to 
which I think it right to refer, although, perhaps, the figures may appear somewhat 
large—I mean our office expenses. I do not think you will consider this large, when I 
tell you that it includes everything—salaries, advertising (which is necessarily very 
heavy), stationery, house rent, and everything else. The whole amounts to 75571., 
which upon 280,000/., the society’s income, is under 3 per cent. There are several gen- 
tlemen in this room connected with large commercial undertakings, but I very much 
doubt if you find any business managed at so low an expenditure us 3 per cent. upon its 
income. (Hear, hear.) I would strongly impress upon the minds sf all present the 
high position in which the Economic Life Assurance Society stands: we have one-fourth 
of our liabilities positively invested, in addition to which we derive 200,000/, from pre- 
mium income, and above 80,000, interest from investments, to meet the claims arising 
from policies. (Cheers.) Therefore, the position of the affairs of this society ought to 
give the greatest confidence, not only to the present policy-holders, bat it ought to 
amply satisfy all contemplating joining it, that whatever they may contribute in the 
shape of premium is not wanted to make up any deficiencies upon the claims that might 
accrue upon policies now in existence, but that they will certainly receive the whole 
benefit of their own premiums, and probably derive great benefit by the premiums already 
in existence. So that, instead of doing the society a kindness, the society would be 
conferring upon new assurers @ very great kindness in admitting them to its ranks 

(Hear, hear.) I will now move that the accounts and statements be received and adopted. 

Mr. W. Rout (deputy-chairman) seconded the motion. , 

Capt. Wuireman asked whether the business of the society up to the present portion 
of the quinquennial period had increased when compared with the corresponding portion of 
the previous quinquennial period ?—The CuairMan replied that comparing the business 
with the corresponding portion of the previous quinquennial period it was rather less. 

Capt. WHITEMAN enquired the rate of interest charged upon the loans advanced upon 
the security of the policies ?—The CHarrMawn replied that they always charged 5 per cent., 
as that was the amount stipulated by the Deed of Settlement. 

Capt. WHITEMAN presumed that the 7,000,000/. included the whole of theamount that 
could accrue upon the existing policies.—The CuarrMAN replied thut the item referred 
to included the whole of the outstanding liabilities up to Jan. 1, 1862. 

Capt. Wurrexan said he could only repeat what he had said upon several occasions, 
that the balance-sheet and comparative statement placed in the hands of the policy holder 
should be published to the world, for they exhibited in the most concise andclear manner 
the exact position of the society. Hedid not believe there was another single office could 
show an actual income of nearly 200,000/. from premiums, and an interest upon invested 
capital of about 70,0007. If other assurance offices in London would but make their reports 
into three lines, showing so much received from premiums, so much for interest upon 
invested capital, and then show the amount of the liabilities, with one-fourth of the 
amount secured in safe investments, he did not think so much failure would be heard of 
in the life assurance world. The resolution was then put and carried unanimously. 

The retiring auditors were re-elected, when a unanimous vote of thanks was passed 
te the Chairman and directors. 

The CHAIRMAN, on behalf of the board and himself, thanked the meeting for the vote 
just passed. It would be their duty as well as their pleasure to continue to manage the 
affairs of this society with the same care, and he hoped and believed with the same 
success, that had characterised their career. 

Mr. Curtis said the present meeting would be neglecting a duty if it separated without 
according the best thanks of the policy holders to Mr. Downes, their actuary ; and also 
to Mr. Macdonald, their secretary; for to them the society was indebted for much of its 
increasing prosperity. (Cheers.) 

The CuairMAN said he could assure the meeting that the board fully endorsed the 
opinion jast enunciated, for the society was greatly indebted to those gentlemen, parti- 
cularly to Mr. Downes, who had been actuary for a great number of years, andin whose 
calculations the board placed the greatest possible confidence. The question being put 
was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Downes, in acknowledgment, said it was gratifying to Mr. Macdonald and him- 
self to find that the discharge of their respective duties met with such genera! approba- 
tion. They thanked the meeting cordially for this mark of esteem and respect, and they 
h to continue to deserve it. The proceedings then terminated.

This week has been an eventful one in connection with mining properties 
—two collieries which have occupied a prominent position having been 
offered for sale by public auction. The first of these was the Risca, the 
sale of which was ordered by the Master or THE Rots, and entrusted to 
Messrs, Futter and Horsey. The property, as most of our readers are 
aware, is situated in the parishes of Mynyddyslwyn, Risca, and Machen, in 
Monmouthshire, about 6} miles from Newport, with the docks and wharves 
of which place the colliery is in direct railway communication—the Western 
Valleys Railway running through the property. Vessels drawing not 
more than 22 ft. of water can load in the docks at Newport, whilst those 
up to 400 tons register can lie and load alongside the wharf. ‘The pro- 
perty covers an area of upwards of 1600 acres, beneath which are four 
valuable seams of coal, of the aggregate thickness of 28 feet. The Black 
Vein, to which such an unenviable notoriety has attached through the ex- 
plosion, is the most valuable, being a first-class steam coal, and is well known 
in the market; it 1s also upon the Admiralty list. The seam is nearly 
9 feet thick, and at the present time about 90,000 tons of coal per annum 
are being raised from it. ‘The Rock Vein is a steam coal about 4} feet 
thick, and is used, as also is the Black Vein coal, by the Royal West 
India Mail Company; from the Rock Vein there are also about 90,000 tons 
per annum being raised. ‘The Big Vein, which is about 12 ft. thick, and 
yields a coal well adapted for the making of coke, or tor general manufac- 
turing purposes, has not yet been worked, but when thought desirable can 
be worked simultaneously with the Black Vein. In addition to these there 
is the Sun Vein, from 24 to 3 ft. thick, which is also unworked at present, 
but contains an excellent house coal. 

The terms upon which the various rights to work the minerals were 
held—1028 acres, leasehold, at 757/. fixed rental; 330 acres, leasehold, 
at 5007. minimum fixed rental; 130 acress, freehold; and 167 acres, copy- 
hold—were well explained by Mr. Horsey, and the advantages which must 
accrue to the purchaser carefully pointed out. In 1854 the property was sold 
by Mr. J. Russet to the present proprietors for 130,000/., and as it was 
bought by men of business no question could be raised as to its being worth 
the amount paid; in consequence, however, of a trespass having thrown the 
concern into Chancery, and of the difficulties being still further increased 
by the lamentable explosion which occurred in the colliery, the property 
was thrown into the market, and was offered in full working order, and 
making a profit of 10,0002. per year under the official manager. He did 
not expect to get 130,000/. at the present time, but calculating the profits 
at 7} years’ purchase, which was giving 16 per cent. upon the outlay; the 
royalties to pay 7 per cent.; the leaseholds, 4 per cent.; the houses, 10 per 
cent.; and value of entire machinery and plant at 5000/., they would find 
the value to exceed 100,000/. For this outlay Mr. GREENWELL estimated 
a profit of 99327. 6s. 8d. per annum during the first 11 years, and 11,4007. 
per annum during the remaining 23 years which the leaseholds had to 
run. Indeed, from the results at — being obtained it is proved that 
the coal from the Black Vein can be raised and delivered at the wharf for 
7s. 2d. per ton, that from the Rock Vein at 6s. 2d., and that it was readily 
saleable at 9s. per ton. And in the cost of working which he had named 
there was at least one item which would be reduced. The men are paid 
1s. a ton more for cutting the coal because the seam was considered fiery, 
though at present the danger, owing to improved management, was more 
apparent than real, and he (Mr. Horsey) was told that some of the men 
were earning between 3/. and 47. per week. Notwithstanding the many 
inducements held out, however, no bid was made for the property, and the 
auctioneer announced that ~~ offers would be accepted for it from any 
who were disposed to purchase. 

Upon the same day, and at the same hour, Messrs. Fox and Bousrieip 
offered the Llanharry Hematite Iron Ore Mine, in Glamorganshire. The 
property, which was held under the original lease, subject to a sleeping 
rent of 300/., has been underleased to a limited liability company, and 
mortgaged by them for 5500/., and the sale was now ordered by the mort- 
gagee. The value of the investment will be clearly understood from the 
following statement, showing the rents and royalties paid respectively by 
the original lessee and by the Llanharry Hematite Iron Ore Company:—

The company are now working the mine and raising ore, and have 
mortgaged their lease for 5500/., as already stated. The purchaser was 
offered the benefit of that mortgage and the money thereby secured, yet no 
bid was made. Messrs. Fox and Bousriecp also submitted for sale an 
undivided moiety of the Waste Bank Farm, at Oldswinford, Worcester, 
containing about eight acres; and the minerals beneath which had been 
favourably reported upon by Messrs. Sk1pmoreE, of Stourbridge, who esti- 
mated them at 52107. per acre. The biddings commenced at 500/., and 
the lot was finally sold at 750/. 








THE HARTLEY RELIEF FUND, anv ITS MISAPPLICATION. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 

After a close scrutiny into the condition and number of the bereaved 
families at Hartley Pit, it appears there are 145 adults requiring relief 
from the public fund, and 287 children, making a total of 432, For these 
the Newcastle Committee, entrusted under the solemn bond ofan unparal- 
leled misfortune, to distribute justly and faithfully the public money raised 
especially for that purpose, give weekly less than 70/., or not quite 3s. 3d. 
per head. Magnificent display of sympathy, dwindled down to starva- 
tion point. The widows who have been left, there can be little doubt, will 
seek and find better protection in fresh marriages; and the children, or at 
least four-fifths of the 287, will grow fewer and fewer every year, until 
within the next twelve years they will, by death or occupation, be nearly 
all off the list of this Relief Fund; leaving, probably, more than 50,000/. 
surplus. The Newcastle Committee have assumed to themselves the power 
of predisposing of more than one-half of the money subscribed for a special 
purpose, and for particular persons, to other purposes and different per- 
sons. ‘They have, without your authority or mine, taken your money and 
mine, without our wishes and against our instructions, and transferred it, 
or — a-resolution to transfer it, from H, to whom we specially gave it, 
to D and N, to whom we never contemplated to give it, and who may 
never require it. That is, they being accidently the agents of our sub- 
scriptions, the Mayor of Newcastle and his associates have seized and con- 
fiscated the chief part of our funds, unjustly, illegally, and contrary to all 
public practice and faith. 

The Mayor of London, with his usual good sense, entered his protest 
against it, and the Mayor of Leicester would not entrust them with the 
amount subscribed in his locality, but called a meeting of the subscribers, 
who then sent a large portion of the amount to the suffering families at 
Merthyr Tydvil. ho for the future will entrust Newcastle with their 
money for such purposes? Not without a more conscientious and faithful 
committee than now exists there. 

Any professional man amongst the subscribers could, I am sure, obtain 
an injunction to prevent the money so generously subscribed being so sel- 
fishly and locally invested amongst the other mines, which most of them 
and their friends are interested in. Or is there no Member in the House 
of Commons independent enough to demand the interference of the Go- 
vornment officers to these unjust proceedings?

REPORT ON CORNWALL AND DEVONSHIRE.

On the whole, I believe it is considered 
to have been one of the most successful local meetings yet held, for in no 
other districts have the agents given such a unanimous adhesion; and it is 
to the support and countenance of the mining agents of the county that 
the Association has to look for success. It must, of course, depend in a 
great measure, on the support of the gentry and professional classes for 
contributions to provide means to carry out an educational movement of 
this kind, which, if established, is expected so materially to raise the posi- 
tion of the mining classes; but it is only the supportof the agents that can 
make it finally successful. If the mine agents in the various districts 
in the county were to take as active an interest in its advancement 
as did those who assembled at Helston on Tuesday evening, its success 
would be an established fact. But this is far from being the case, for in 
many Gistricts—and some of the most important—it has been met with 
complete indifference. This has been the case in Camborne, for instance, 
where it has been found impossible to get up a class. This case is the 
more remarkable, inasmuch as Mr. Pearce, the teacher, is a son of one of 
the Dolcoath agents, and the Association has received the support of 
Capt. Charles Thomas, the leading agent of the district; in fact, hitherto 
the success ofthe Association has been most complete in the outlying dis- 
tricts—such as St. Agnes, St. Ives, and (now) Helston. I do not make 
these statements for the purpose of drawing invidious distinctions, or even 
suggesting that the one side is right and the other wrong; I merely state 
them as facts, which, in the interests of the Association, it is well to look 
at straight in the face. It cannot be too much impressed on those who 
take an active part in its management, that success depends ultimately on 
gaining the confidence of the mine agents of Cornwall; it is of more con- 
uence than the support of every landowner in the county, from H. R. H. 
the Duke of Cornwall downwards. 

Speaking of the Helston district, I may just refer to a mine in the 
neighbourhood (TREwoRLIs) which at present, and for some past, has at- 
tracted considerable attention, from the fact of its producing copper in large 
quantities, which is something new for the parish of Wendron. This mine 
is situated in the killas, about 300 fathoms to the south of the main granite 
range, and as yet has only been explored to the depth of about 40 fathoms 
from the surface. The lode, which has a gossan back, bears due east and 
west, underlying north about 20 inches. It was explored by the old men 
by a shallow adit, driven a long distance, and worked away for tin, which 
made in the gossan. The present working was commenced for tin, anda 
eer run of tin ground was met with between the adit and the 13 fathom 
level; but this has given place to copper, which has made for upwards of 
20 fathoms in length in this level. In a winze in the bottom, sinking to 
the 23, there is really a fine course of yellow copper ore; and if this should 
be found to continue to the next level, the 33 (the driving of which has 
just been commenced), the occurrence of copper ore in remunerative quan- 
tities in Wendron parish will become an established fact. Such a thing 
would, of course, be contrary to all our preconceived notions; but the cha- 
racter of the lodes and strata, and their geological position within a mode- 
rate distance of a granite range, are not such as to render it absolutely 
improbable. The result of the next level or two at Treworlis will, no 
doubt, be watched with much interest; for, if the lode in that mine should 
continue to make copper, a new source of industry will be opened out in 
the district, for there are numerous lodes of a similar character in the im- 
mediate neighbourhood, lying between the ite and a great range of 
greenstone rock which skirts it to the south. The result is, of course, 
eminently speculative, as all new districts necessarily are; but the manager, 
Captain Burgon, and other agents of experience, are very sanguine of the 
copper continuing in depth; and, for my own Ican see no 
reason to the contrary, except that it has not been found to do so before 
in the district. In the case of one mine, worked many years ago in the 


neighbourhood, a deposit of grey ore was met with, which made consider- | Pn, 


able returns, and is said to have given a good profit. 

The most prominent mine, however, in the Helston district at present is 
Great Wueat Fortune, where there is a splendid course of tin on the 
Carnmeal lode; this is a fine lode, one of the champion ones of the dis- 
trict, and the fine discoveries made on it in Great Wheal Fortune must be 
& great encouragement to the adventurers in Wheal Sithney and Carn- 
meal, who are working on the same lode on the other side of the bottom.

If the workings at this concern had been confined to this lodo the shares 
might be expected to be at a premium at the present moment. But acon- 
siderable sum has been sunk in reworking old Wheal Sithney, which has 
proved a complete failure. The old mine is now practically “ knocked,” 
and, at the next meeting will, no doubt, be officially abandoned. The 
workings being now confined to the Carnmeal lode, we may soon expect 
to see the adventurers recover the money they have sunk in Wheal Sithney. 
In the 30 fm. level, on the first-named lode, a branch has fallen in from 
the south, and at the intersection a short bunch of tin ground has been 
met with, upon which a winze is sinking to the 50, to which level the shaft 
is now down. As in Great Wheal Fortune, the tin never made very shal- 
low in the Carnmeal lode, nothing much better could be expected at the 
depth yet reached in the adjoining mine; but as the killas is improving 
in the 50, and tin has already been met with so shallow as the 30, the pro- 
spects of the Carnmeal lode on the Sithney side of the valley are, un- 
doubtedly, encouraging.

Considerable interest, and consequent discussion, has arisen in the county 
respecting the effects of some recent decisions as to the extent of the Stan- 
naries Court jurisdiction, and the power or merchant-adventurers to recover 
debts from out-adventurers who have paid up their costs. The practical 
effect of these decisions is generally considered to be exaggerated; but I 
think it is pretty plain that in matters of this kind we are in a transition 
state, and that some of the old practices and traditions of the county will 
have to be modified. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Marcu 27.—The Coal Trade continues extremely dull here, more espe- 
cially the London house coal trade, and in consequence of this continued 
depression a circular has been issued by the Coal ‘Trade Committee, ear- 
nestly recommending the owners of those collieries not to work more than 
eight days in each fortnight from the present time until May 1. Most of 
the yearly “ bindings ” in the district have passed off quietly, the old prices 
having been maintained; but at Kelloe a bond was read which was not 
deemed favourable by the men, a reduction of score price and the general 
wages being proposed. With the exception of one or two the men una- 
nimously refused to sign the bond, but it is hoped the matter may soon be 
amicably adjusted. It is stated that the Ludworth Colliery has been con- 
demned by the Government Inspector. The engine beam is of the same 
size and weight as that at Hartley, and occupies the same relative position. 
There being only one outlet, the operations of the colliery have been sus- 

nded until a passage fromt he workings to those of Thornley, adjoining, 

as been effected, so that the safety of the men in the event of an accident 
may be assured. ‘The water has been drawn out of the Monkwearmouth 
Pit—that is, from thestandage at the bottom of the shaft—but the dip work- 
ings remain filled to a considerable extent. At present they are engaged 
in increasing the standage at the bottom of the shaft, by sinking the sump 
further down, &c. The new tubbing, to be inserted before the old tub, 
has not yet been commenced with, but will be shortly. The second pit of 
the colliery, the B pit, is worked double shifts, and thus employs all the 
men, and keeps the vend of the colliery near the former quantity. At the 
Gosforth Colliery the tubbing has been completed, and the water effectually 
dammed back; the water is now being lifted out of the bottom of the shaft, 
which it is anticipated will soon be accomplished, and the colliery is expected 
to resume coal work in a fortnight from this time. The Iron and other 
trades are also extremely dull, and a large number of men have been dis- 
charged lately from some of the manufactories on the Tyne. How long 
this state of things is to continue it is difficult to foretel, but certainly such 
a long-continued depression has not been felt in the district for aconsiderable 
period. The Admiralty have issued letters calling upon the Messrs, 
Palmer, of Newcastle, and other eminent iron shipbuilders, to tender for 
the construction of an iron ship on Capt. Cole’s plan. The tonnage of the 
intended ship is 2529 lons, and she is to be fitted with six cupolas, each 
armed with 200-Armstrong guns. As 

The delegate meeting of miners from the collieries in the district, held 
in Newcastle, on Saturday, was well attended; and it appears the miners’ 
petition, which has been committed to the care of several men, has been 
pretty generally signed by the miners of the two counties. A long state- 
ment was also entered into by the delegates respecting the state of the col - 
lieries in the district, as to the number of shafts, pumping-beams, &c. At 
the principal collieries two or more shafts are generally found, but in some 
cases only one shaft is used. With respect to the pumping-beams, few 
exist of » 6 size and weight used at Hartley; and, no doubt, measures can 
be taken generally to prevent the falling of a beam down a shaft in case 
of breakage. The lining of shafts is also an important consideration in 
connection with the danger of closing shafts in case of any breakage of 
the working apparatus. A case, however, is reported in the local papers, 
already quoted, where a similar beam to the Hartley one is working; and 
the case has been investigated by the Government Inspector, and the 
working of the colliery suspended until a remedy is provided. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Marcu 27.—The Iron Trade of the district continues to evince improve- 
ment. The ironworks of the Aberdare Valley—Abernant, Gadlys, and 
Aberaman—are in full work, and the valley altogether wears a — 
aspect. ‘The Coal business is not in so satisfactory a condition. There is 
a pretty good demand for steam coals for the foreign market, but the home 
trade is exceedingly depressed. The Broadoak and Coalbrook Collieries 
are now working, and there is a largedemand forthe coal. The company 
have purchased a powerful steam-engine, built under the superintendence 
of Mr. T. Dyne Steele, C.E., for the purpose of bringing the coal down from 
the works to the South Wales Railway. The first train of trams came 
down on Saturday last, amidst ‘the general rejoicing of the inhabitants. 
The Dowlais Company, like their compeers the Cwmavon Company, are 
preparing to exhibit at the Great International Exhibition the unsurpassed 
capabilities of the ironworks of South Wales. A bar 48 feet 1) inch long, 
and weighing 1 ton, has been successfully rolled, and preparations are being 
made for a bar on a still larger scale. ; 

At the Bridgend Police Court, on Saturday, before Mr, R. Franklin and 
the Rev. C. R. Knight, William John, acollier in the employ of the Tondu Company, 
was charged with violating one of the rules, by exposing a naked light in a part of the 
mine considered unsafe. Mr. W. Birbeck, the mineral agent of the company, preferred 
the charge. From the evidence It app d that the defendant dropped his safety-lamp, 
and the light went out. He borrowed the lamp of another workman, and instead of 
going back to the lamp-station, and re-light his own lamp, he procured a nail and opened 
it, in order to light it there. He pleaded guilty to the charge, and the magistrates com- 
mented in the most severe terms on the serious and reckless act which he had committed, 
and which might have caused the destruction of many human lives. He was committed 
for one month, with hard labour. 

The traffic ipts of the diff railway companies prove conclusively that trade is 
improving in the district. The Taff Vale Railway shows a considerable increase in the 
traffic receipts; the Vale of Neath an increase of upwards of 440/., and the Lianelly 
Railway and Dock Company 3641., d with the corresponding weeks of last year. 
This is strong evidence of the improvement already manifested in the district. 

The Gethin Colliery Relief Fund is still the subject of general interest. As stated in 
previous reports of the Journal, there was but little doubt felt that that the Hartley Com- 
mittee would hand over a part of their enormous fund, and their refusal has awakened an 
intense feeling both amongst the men and masters. The step taken by the proprictors 
of the Mining Journal, in declining to allow their subscription to be applied towards 
constituting a local Northumberland and Durham fund, has given universal satisfaction, 
and all the local journals speak in the highest terms of it. The Cambria Daily Leader, 
Swansea and Glamorgan Herald, and the Cardiff and Merthyr Guardian express sa- 
tisfaction at the course taken; and the Siar of Gwent says :—“ The course adopted by 
the Mining Journal is the only practical one to further the desired end of those who seek 
to obtain a share of the unbounded liberality of the public towards the northern suf- 
ferers, and which has so far exceeded what was needed for that purpose. The managers 
of the fund cannot properly divert any part of the subscriptions from the special purpose 
for which they were contributed, but every subscriber can do what the Mining Journal 
has done, and is at liberty to indicate the destination to which he wishes his charity to 
be directed.” The contributions are coming in very slowly, and it is feared that the 
modest sum named by the committee (6000/.) will not be subscribed, unless a decided 
and energetic appeal should be made to the British public, and the case properly ex- 
plained. If 80,0002. can be procured for the Hartley widows and orphans, surely one- 
sixth, or about 13,000/., ought to be subscribed for the Merthyr sufferers, whereas there 
is not up to the present time 40007. in hand. This looks gloomy as to realising the sum 
required, especially when it is considered that nearly two months have elapsed since the 
accident occurred, But it is not believed that the generous hearts of Britain, when pro- 
ly appealed to, will ever allow a paltry 20007. to be required for the widows and or-

REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, ayo LANCASHIRE. 


Marcu 27.—The Iron Trade continues to be in a most depressed state, 
owing principally to the unfortunate war with America, which has depressed 
the whole of the manufacturing industries of this country. The demand 
for all descriptions of iron is limited, especially for bars. An improvement 
has been experienced in the enquiry for railway iron and ships’ plates, 
which are now being made in large quantities for our Government frigates. 
Several agents from France have been inspecting the principal ironworks in these coun- 
ties, and have made large purchases for the French Government, as well as for several 
large houses in France, extensive consumers of iron. We have also to state, on good 
authority, that the iron of Derbyshire, which has of late been severely tested, has been 
very highly approved, and will ere long enjoy a much more extended reputation than it 
has hitherto done. The trade of Sheffield is, on the whole, slightly improved ; but great 
depression exists in the hardware houses generally. The Stee Trade issomewhat better, 
and there is an improved demand from the Federal States for war material; but for 
other descriptions of goods there is little enquiry. Manufacturers, too, appear to be 
careless as to the amount of business they do with America in the present crisis, except 
they can obtain a guarantee for payment. The Coal Trade has not shown the slightest 
symptoms of improvement, and in all directions there is great difficulty in. effecting 
sales, The prices have been reduced to a lower scale than has been known for many 
years, and in a great number of collieries the men are not working more than four days 
per week. The cause for this depression is the enormous falling off in consumption 

foned by the dep d condition of the cotton and woollen trades, and the extra- 
ordinary fine weather which has been experienced throughout the whole of the winter. 
The smaller coalmasters are feeling the effects of the depression acutely, and, judging 
from present appearances, there is little prospect of an immediate improvement. 

After a period of litigation extending over eighteen months the Great Hucklow and 
the Mill Dam Lead Mining Companies found themselves in an Assize Court, at Derby, 
on Friday and Saturday last, before the Lord Chief Justice Cockburn. The case had 
swelled into most gigantic proportions, and the witnesses on both sides were above 50, 
The sole question in dispute lies a nutshell—which party has the right to the “ swal- 
low.” The Great Hucklow Company contend that as the swallow is in their ground 
they have the exclusive right to the use of it, and that no other company should send 
water into it. The Mill Dam Company, on the other hand, maintain that as an ancient 
water course they have the right to drain their water into it instead of pumping it to 
the surface. The evidence was very conflicting, and the Judge was so thoroughly sa- 
tisfied that it was a proper case for reference that he expressed himself strongly in fa- 
vour of such a course being adopted, and that the dispute should be left for decision to 
some competent engineer, for it was certain that, whatever the result of the cases, the 
party against whom the jury decided would not be satisfied, and the matter would go 
to the Courts above, There were extremely complicated points of law which the cases 
would raise, and years might be spent in litigation if this advice were not acted upon. 
The result of his Lordship’s suggestion was that both parties agreed to refer all their 
differences to Mr. Petherick, an engineer of great celebrity, with power to determine 
every matter in difference, and to act as mining engineer for both parties for the next 





five years, directing in what manner the mines should be drained, The cross action of

MINERAL WEALTH OF CALIFORNIA. 


The prospects of the mining interests of California are quite as favourable 
at the present time as they have been at any previous period, although, 
probably through labour having been much diverted during the time, the 
yield of the mines during 1861 has been much less than that of the pre- 
ceding year; there is greater evidence that the holders are so far satisfied 
with the richness of their claims that they have decided upon permanently settling, and 
signs are now given of agricultural and manufacturing life in various localities—a happy 
result, which may, perhaps, be attributed to the many valuable discoveries of coal which 
have been made, California can now send into the market in addition to gold, for which 
it has long been celebrated, silver, copper, mercury, manganese, diamonds, and the more 
common though scarcely less valuable form of carbon—coal ; and at no distant period 
grain and wool will also be found amongst her ordinary products. Amongst the most 
important of the coal discoveries is that in the neighbourhood of El Dorado canon—a 
district of country 5 miles long and 2% miles wide. In the original claim, where shafts 
have been carried deepest the quality is said to be good, and the vein from 3 to7 ft. thick. 
It has also been found in a number of other places in the territory, and the deposits are 
believed to be very extensive, If so,the working of the mills will be materially cheap- 
ened and facilitated. 

The gold claims appear where worked to have generally yielded good profits, though 
large lumps are less frequently met with than formerly. In Mariposa county, however, 
quite a number of lumps have been found round Hornitos; two weighing upwards of 
% and 4 Ibs. respectively. In Tuolumne county one lump was found weighing 72 ozs., 
and another sold for about 507, In Amador, Los Angeles, San Diego, Shasta, Del Norte, 
and Siskiyou counties, especially about Deadwood, Soda Creek, Cherry Creek, Bokes’s 
Gulch, and Humbug River, the river miners are all reported to be doing well, and as to 
the tunnelling operations an equally favourable report may be given. In one case, the 
owners of aciaim at Pine Grove were refused credit for a sack of flour, and in trying 
to pan out some cash to pay for provision, made the gratifying discovery that they had 
a very valuable property. This claim, the Homeward Bound Company tunnel, was sold 
two months after for $6000, far more than a similar amount having been got in the mean- 
time by the workers. In other parts of the State tunnelling has likewise been profitable, 
In addition to the placer mining, quartz crushing has also proved a profitable occupation, 
the Live Yankee Company’s lead in Siskiyou proving equal to old Ish’s. In Calaveras, 
the mills at Angel’s Camp were doing a prosperous business, and in Sierra dividends to 
the extent of $154,000, clear of all expenses, were realised. 

In the early part of the year a rich silver lode, some 5 or 6 ft. wide at surface, and 
increasing in depth, was discovered in El Dorado, to the east of Placerville. The rock 
contains gold, silver, lead, and antimony. Samples have been assayed, and found to 
contain $129 worth of silver, and $40 worth of gold perton. In Nevada county promising 
leads of silver ore have been found in Rattlesnake Creek. In the new copper region in Cala- 
veras county many of the leads contain both gold and silver. At Quail Hill, § miles 
west of Copperopolis, and 7 miles north of Knights’ Ferry, in the claim of Mr. Collier, 
after taking out a quantity of very rich copper ore, blue and green carbonates, containing 
gold, and embedded in a red iron rock, a deposit was found, which is said to have proved 
to be one of the richest silver leads known. Poor specimens are spangled with native 
silver and particles of gold. In the richest portions of the ore the silver is found in 
native particles on the outside of broken masses of copper carbonates. The copper and 
iron ores were first found 10 ft. below the surface. At the depth of 30 ft. the fron 
ore in which the copper carbonates are found becomes soft, and readily broken up with 
picks. The surrounding hills are said toexhibit a formation similar to that of the famous 
gold hill of Washoe. It is also reported that silver exists in this form throughout the 
whole of a regular vein of auriferous iron ore, which has been traced for nearly 6 miles. 
This vein is from 6 to 8 ft. in thickness, and is said to much resemble in character those 
found in some of the richest silver mines in Mexico. In Santa Clara county traces of 
gold and silver have lately been discovered associated with copper ore, and hopes are 
entertained that it may lead to important results. 

The copper discoveries have not as yet been turned to much account, though enough 

as been done to prove the great wealth of the district for this metal. In one of the 
principal claims—that of the Keystone and Union Company’s—from 150 to 200 men 
were employed, the wages being $40 to $50 per month,and board, The leads were traced 
for a number of miles to the Mokelumne river; similar veins were found about Camp 
Seco, Poverty Bar, Jenny Lind, Spring Valley, and elsewhere, and the whole country 
west of Bear Mountain is believed to contain such leads. Some of the ores have been 
assayed, and found to contain 63 per cent. of copper, and some gold, and the estimated 
produce of the district around Copperopolis was 1000 tons per month. In Alameda county 
copper leads have been discovered, but as yet the particulars are very scanty. With 
respect to quicksilver the title of the claimants under Castillero to the New Almaden 
Mines have been affirmed, and operations were at once resumed, the injunction, which 
had long hung over the mine, being at the same time dissolved. At Clear Lake canon 
a very large deposit of cinnabar in two well-defined ledges was discovered, and traced 
upon surface for nearly a mile, and another extensive lead of the same substance has re- 
cently been discovered in Pope Valley,in Napa county. 

To turn from the commercial to the mechanical, it may be stated that the question as 
to the relative merits of the various gold and silver extracting processes continues to 
attract attention. The rock is crushed wet or dry, and the Freiberg or barrel, the Wake- 
lee, Mossheimer, Veatch, Smith, and Dewey processes, with a great variety of concen- 
trators and amalgamating pans and apparatus—Howland’s, Smith’s, Knox’s, Watkins’, 
Bartola’s, Brevoort’s, and others—are dividing the attention and suffrages of the different 
mill proprietors. We do not pretend to be very familiar with the peculiar merits or 
demerits of either. Mr. A. B, Paul, superintendent of the Washoe Gold and Silver 
Mining Company, claims to retain from 70 to 80 per cent. of the bulk of metal by direct 
amalgamation in the crushing batteries, and also that some new concentrating tables, 
invented by him, are very successful. An attempt has been made by the Legislature of 
Nevada to compel a majority of the directors of mining associations operating there to 
reside in the territory, but it was, unfortunately, defeated, though it was admitted that 
whiist all private companies managed on the spot had proved highly remunerative, not 
one incorporated company managed by boards of directors at a distance, and with the 
public for shareholders, has ever returned anything. Asilver-saving process is about to 
be introduced in one of the mills at Washoe, and many of the companies are saving their 
rock, in anticipation of a really efficient machine being forthwith introduced,

Lyell, on the borders of North Carolina and Virginia, is 40 miles long 
and 25 miles wide, and solid enough to nourish a fair vegetation; the cy- 

ress, cedar, juniper, ferns, and other trees are found there, amongst wh'ch 
ive the bear and the wild cat, and occasionally some other animals. These 
bog-deposits may explain to some extent how during the coal period 
large portions of vegetable matter may have accumulated, and become so 
consolidated as to form the present beds of coal. We have evidence in 
them that they were derived from plants that in many cases grew on the 
spot. The celebrated rafts on the Mississippi, described by Darby as some- 
times reaching 10 miles long, 220 yards wide, and 8 feet thick, might also 
afford an explanation of the formation of strata, for these being succes- 
sively deposited with mineral accumulations, would produce an alternation 
of organic matter with mechanical deposits. The Professor concluded by 
observing that he had attempted to bring before the students some facts 
connected with the conditions under which the preservation and entomb- 
ment of the remains of plants and animals may take place, so as to assist 
in explaining more correctly the mode by which the fossiliferous strata 
may have been accumulated at different geological periods.
